ONE GOOD WAY 
TO GET BEAUTY

NE of the things that the 
pretty woman must have is 
an attractive body.

If you are past thirty, your 
body also needs special exercises 
to keep the middle of you young 
and slim and flexible. Getting 
old is not so much a matter of 
years as it is letting the middle 
of you get thick and stiff. Choose 
a set of exercises that make you 
stretch and bend and twist and 
have character enough to work 
at them every day. If you don’t, 
you are letting yourself get thick 
and heavy and old without a 
protest. 

Exercises are hard work if you 
make them an unpleasant duty 
to be rushed through while you 
worry about other things. You 
are bound to be disappointed, 
too, if you look in the mirror 
every day to see if you are an 
inch smaller around the hips. 
So many women try a beauty 
treatment once, or take one set 
of exercises, and then, when 
they can see no change, say, 
“The treatment is no good.” 
Thése women lose the magic— 
the inspiration—to be found in 
the search for beauty, and they 
fail to reap the benefits. 

“When ycu save the middle, 
you save all,” might well be a 
beauty adage. Certainly, when 
you keep your waistline slim and 
graceful, you save your figure, 
and when you tone the abdom- 
inal muscles, you tone the entire 
system. Try this exercise every 
single day and see what it does 
for you: Sit on the floor and 
rock back slightly, keeping the 
body well balanced. Hold your 
hands in front of you on a level 
with your shoulders and raise 
your feet slightly, crossing your 
ankles. 

Now swing your legs off the 
floor and to the left side as you 
swing your arms forcibly to the 
right side, keeping them at the 
shoulder level. Rest a second 
and then swing the legs to the 
right side as you swing your 
arms to the left. Now do the 
exercises to count, swinging 
with your feet and arms in op- 
posite directions for several 
times without stopping. Con- 
tinue this exercise until you can 
feel the squeeze on your abdo- 
men. 


You must also learn to relax 
—body and mind. When you 
rest, learn to let your body go 
as limp as a rag doll. Exercise 
also helps with the relaxation. 
Drop down on your couch or bed, 
raise one leg and then let it drop 
as though it were made of lead. 
Raise the other and let it drop. 
Raise one arm and then the 
other, wiggle your fingers and 
toes, and finally raise your head 
and let it drop back on your pil- 
low. Close your eyes.

Tasty Dishes for Today 


SIMPLE MENUS 
FOR FISH DAYS 


By JUDITH WILSON 
ANY homemakers have told 
me that they find/Fiiday 
menus the hardest of all to plan. 
Surely these women cannot be 
familiar with the variety of fish, 
fresh, salt and canned, that are 
available. Actually the interest- 
ing recipes for different kinds of 
fish and fish combinations are 
unlimited. 

Probably one of the reasons 
that fish is not more widely used 
is that women do not know how 
to cook it properly. Fish requires 
a brief but intense cooking peri- 


od to keep its delicate flavor and 
texture, yet we often see mushy, 
sodden, uneppetizing baked fish 


or broiledg fillets placed on the 
table. @ wonder ‘‘fish” day 
presents a problem in such 


homes. 
Simple Methods Best 


In cooking fish as in cooking 
many other foods, the simplest 
method is the best—although we 
find many elaborate recipes for 
using that food. Broiling or fry- 
ing is the simplest and at the 
same time most dignified method 
of preparing and serving fish, I 
prefer frying for some types of 
‘fish—especially the fresh water 
variety like trout. Other deli- 
cately flavored fish may al§o be 
fried. If you live near a trout 
stream you might catch your 
own when you serve the menu 
above. If not get them at the 
market and if they are not al- 
ready cleaned do so aS soon as 
you get them home. 

Wash them off under cold, 
running water and remove the 
heads if you wish. Then wipe 
them off and roll in fine corn 
meal. Fry in lots of smoking hot 
fat until delicately browned on 
one side, then turn carefully to 
prevent breaking and brown on 
the other side. Dress them with 
salt and pepper and garnish the 
platter with little pinwheels cut 
from lemon and crisp leaves cf 
watercress. If you broil the fish 
instead of frying them, dip them 
in oil or melted butter but do 
not dredge with flour or meal. 
Have the broiler. hot and the 
rack well oiled so the fish will 
not stick. Crisp bacon curls are 
also nice with fish. 


Muffins or Rolls 


Crisp -little cornmeal muffins 
or crisp French rolls and plenty 
of coffee should be served with 
this meal. There’s nothing elab- 
orate about it, nothing particu- 
larly original but it is good and 
you can serve it wherever you 
happen to live. 

The second meal is not so 
simple but it is good. It begins 
with a crabmeat cocktail for 
which either fresh or canned 
crabmeat may be used. Make a 
cocktail sauce from one-half cup 
tomato catsup, one-half cup 
finely chopped sour mustard 
pickles and two tablespoons lem» 
on juice. Mix with one and onee 
half cups of flaked crabmeat and 
chill thoroughly. Serve in cock-

MONG the distinguished wit- 

nesses recently called before 
the Senate Banking and Curren- 
cy Committee in its investiga- 
tion of some of the larger bank- 
ing tycoons was the genial and 
debonair Otto H. Kahn, banker 
and patron of the arts. 

In retent years Mr. Kahn has 
limitec his activity to the Metro- 
politan Opera House and other 
artistic endeavors. There was a 
time, however, when he dared to 
fight the House of Morgan. 

Years ago, as a young man, 
Mr Kahn was empioyed by the 
firm of Speyer & Company, pri- 
vate bankers. It sc happened 
that Edward H. Harriman, who 
was noted as a railroad manipu- 
lator, desired a slice of Northern 
Pacific stock. As a matter of fact, 
Mr. Harriman wanted control of 
this railroad. The cost was about 
$65,000,000. Mr. Kahn managed 
to obtain the necessary money 
and this was the beginning of 
his rise in railroad finance and 
his asseciation with Mr. Harri- 
man. 

It was during this little trans- 
action and later when he was 
affiliated with the great firm of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Company, that 
Mr. Kahn dared to fight J. P. 
Morgan & Company. However, 
all that is over now and a pipe 
of peace seems to have been 
smoked by all parties concerned 
and the war hatchet’ buried 
safely. 

The son of wealthy parents, 
Otto H. Kahn was born in 
Mannheim, Germany. He served 
his banking apprenticeship as a 
clerk in the big Karlsruhe bank, 
running beer and sausages, one 
of the duties assigned to all up 
and coming bankers by their 
oider and more experienced col- 
leagues. 

But dt is as a patron of the 
arts and artists tha’ Mr. Kahn 
is best known. The elder Stillman 
warned him against his interest 
in the muses, but Mr. Harriman 
told him to keep it up, that it 
would make him a better rail- 
road man. Time seems to have 
proved Mr. Harriman correct for 
the small, precise, dapper bank- 
er has won fame and fortune in 
both his chosen calling and his 
hobby. 

USIC seems to be the habb 

of more than one of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's chosen aides. AS 
everyone knows by this time. 
Secretary of the Treasury 
Woodin is an accomplished com- 
poser. Now it is revealed that 
the man who warned industry 
recently that it had better mend 
its ways lest it bring upon itself 
rigid public rule, is also interest- 
ed in music. : 

The man who delivered this 
warning. was Donald R. Rich- 
berg, general counsel for the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Ad- 
ministration. One of the most 
prominent college ftraternity 
songs, “Smoke Dreams,” is the 
child of his brain. He also wrote 
and produced a comic opera. But 
don’t be misled. There is nothing 
smoky or dreamy about this 
man, for he is a hard-hitting. 
big-league lawyer, who in 1926 
dared to face a battery of 150 
corporation lawyers in the Su- 
preme Court hearing of the 
greatest railroad rate valuation 
case in the history of the coun- 
try. 

This same song-composing 
fighter downed the Chicago In- 
sulls in the famous utility rate 
battles not many years ago. Mr. 
Richberg was co-author of the 
railroad labor act, passed in 
1923, and has served as counsel 
for the railway unions for some 
years. 

When not composing songs, 
warning industry, or engaged in 
some great court battle, Mr. 
Richberg manages to turn out a 
few novels. Titles of some are: 
“The Shadow Men,” “In the 
Dark,” “Tents of the Mighty.” 
and “A Man of Purpose.” He 
was borr in Knoxville,. Tenn., 
and was graduated by the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

This, then, is the man who 
bluntly declared that the indus- 
trial recovery act was a chal- 
lenge to industry and to labor 
that must be met within two 
months, and who said that if 
either group failed to meet this 
challenge it would be indicted 
“for incompetence by the suffer- 
ing millions who are now giving 
to industrial leadership one more 
chance, pernaps the last, to just- 
ifly its euthority.’
